While at a local Army-Navy surplus store picking up some stuff for our = 
Old Military Radio Net (New England Detachment) Field Day "Narragansett = 
Bay Harbor Defense Net" exercise (details to be provided by a follow = 


-up post), I also picked up two WW2 vintage aircraft radio accessories = 
from a pile of like stuff. I believe the local dealer may have acquired = 
some of the inventory of the former Aircraft Radio Industries = 
establishment in Bridgeport, CT.

It has two male 18-pin command set style connectors, one labelled TO = 
MODULATOR UNIT BC-456A, and the other TO RADIO CONTROL BOX BC-451A. It = 
also has two grommeted holes , and an internal 4 terminal terminal = 
strip, which suggest that something else was interfaced to a plane's = 
command set transmitters via this box. The box contains two multipole = 
relays, and a single pole "time delay" relay which uses a 150 mfd cap = 
and 5 ohm resistor across its coil to delay its contact closure. Per = 
the internal schematic diagram, the big relays interact with the voice = 
sidetone, sidetone injection, key, 1000 hz off, glow tube, and modulator 
cathode lines between the control box and the modulator. One of the big 
relays appears to be controlled by the unidentified external circuit via 
the four lead terminal strip, and in turn, controls the second big relay

Intersetingly, the wiring of the unit is incomplete, with no wiring = 
connected to the internal strip, 150 mfd cap, or the time delay relay. = 
Looks like the entire time delay circuit, including the connections to = 
the two big relays was never installed as per the schematic. The 5 ohm 
time delay circuit resistor is missing. it appears that the box was = 
shipped from the factory in this condition, rather than being messed 
with later.

Relay Box BC-616 adapts Radio Set SCR-274N for operation with Contactor Unit 
BC-608 and is part of Contactor Equipment RC-96-( ). 


The purpose of this equipment is to enable the Contactor Unit to 
automatically put Radio Set Transmitter No. 1 on continuous wave, keydown, 
whenever the contactor control circuit is closed. 


The Relay Box is so connected into the radio set control circuits, that, 
when the contactor circuit closes, the relay box takes over control of the 
radio equipment, irrespective of the settings of either the transmitter or 
receiver control boxes. 


After transmitting a short burst of tone on the channel indicated on the 
transmitter control box, the relay switches over to channel No. 1 and 
transmits a continuous wave signal for the duration of the contact period.

What was it used for? 


Part of the "Pipsqueak" air-sea rescue operation. The Brits were 
enormously successful at retrieving downed airmen from the English 
Channel and North Sea - in part because of this system. The Americans 
just simply joined in the fun. The timing was an indication to the 
ELINT system that the signal was from a pilot in distress, and it was 
only a matter of seconds before the sophisticated British HFDF 
capability could zero in on the signal's location. The later SHF radar 
coverage of the North Sea and English Channel, with its much more 
sophisticated IFF and location capability, rendered it increasingly 
obsolete. 


> Was it actually used and, if so, when and where? 


Of course! But only in the ETO mid-war, as far as I have been able to 
determine. It was designed more for fighters than multiplace aircraft 
because a fighter pilot normally had his hands full trying to keep the 
aircraft in the air when it was needed. An interesting twist is the 
persistent belief on the part of some American veterans that it was an 
IFF system. While it doesn't pass the common sense test (and the 
Germans were demonstrably no dummies when it came to electronic 
countermeasures), various AAF veterans sincerely believed it was used as 
a "secret" identification technology - but perhaps they were gunners or 
navigators. :-) If it was truly an IFF device, I wonder how quickly 


the Germans would have figured it out and exploited it? As Homer 
Simpson is fond of saying, "Doh!"

I hear that one needs to be considered by the select group of RC-96 
owners to obtain one, and be nominated and voted on for membership, 
before being eligible to look for a BC-608. :-) More seriously, I have 
seen a number of them on ebay. I think they normally get listed as a 
contactor.
